J.'30  NEWS  FROM  CHINA 

e  have  received,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Thompson,  the 
following  letter  from  Gordon  Ogiivie,  of  the  class  of  June 
1930. 

I  received  the  copy  of  the  "Golden  Rod,"  and  words  can- 
not express  my  pleasure  at  your  thoughtfulness.  The  magazine  awak- 
ened long  sleeping  memories  of  happy  experiences.  Three  years  is  a 
long  time  to  one  as  young  as  I.  It  all  seems  so  dim,  yet  so  pleasant; 
almost  idyllic.  The  quiet  schoolroom  on  a  late  spring  day,  pupils  nod- 
ding over  text-books,  their  minds  miles  away.  How  I  envy  those  stu- 
dents of  to-day,  although  perhaps  they,  in  turn,  envy  me. 

I've  been  seeing  the  world,  and  find  it  lacking  in  the  color  and  glam- 
or imported  to  it  by  a  legion  of  fiction  writers.  I've  known  almost 
eveiw  experience  possible  for  twenty  short  years  to  possess.  Yet,  in 
the  words  of  Shakespeare,  "it  isn't  so  hot."  Riding  through  the  trop- 
ic jungle  I've  seen  men  die  violently,  but  I  didn't  feel  brave.  I've  ex- 
perienced none  of  the  emotions  of  story-book  heroes.  It  seemed  quite 
commonplace,  until  afterwards,  and  then  I  realized  that  my  very  life 
had  been  in  danger.  At  that  time  I  attached  no  romance  to  the  inci- 
dent, but  the  more  I  thought  of  it,  the  more  I  thought  of  Destiny.  Yet 
what  glamor,  what  romance  was  here  in  that  experience!  A  rifle 
cracked  in  the  trees  twice  and  two  men  fell  from  their  saddles  to  the 
ground.  They  died  calmly,  wih  no  last  confessions,  melodramatic 
utterances. 

Later  I  witnessed  the  destruction  of  Managua  by  earthquake.  That, 
too,  aroused  no  great  emotion  within  me.  I  joined  the  others  in  growl- 
ing about  the  work  we  had  to  do. 

What  is  it  that  some  men  search  for  and  never  find?  Do  they  grope 
through  the  world  unseeing,  blind,  searching  for  an  indefinite  some- 
thing?   Well,  the  question  is  beyond  me.     My  youth  interferes. 

We  have  been  dashing  up  and  down  the  China  coast  for  almost  a 
year  now,  and  I  feel  quite  "slant-eyed".  It  gets  boring  after  the  first 
visit  to  these  coast  villages.  The  poverty  depresses  one,  especially  in 
the  winter,  when  the  poor  devils  run  around  in  zero  weather  bare-fool- 
ed,  blue  with  cold.  In  summer  the  whole  country  takes  on  a  different 
aspect.      It  blooms  and   smiles,  partially  hiding  the   poverty. 

We  are  lying  at  anchor  in  what  seems  to  have  once  been  a  notorious 
pirate  lair,  renowned  to  be  still  a  rendez-vous  for  bold  Chinese  buc- 
caneers. The  scenery  about  the  anchorage  is  remarkably  unbeautiful. 
la  own  hills,  muddy  sluggish  water,  and  a  dreamy  gray  sky.      We  grill 
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and  bear  it,  because  in  ten  days  we  will  go  down  to  Hongkong  again. 

I  must  close  now  and  go  on  guard.  Thank  you  again  for  the  "Golden 
Rod".     I  have  the  honor  to  be  your  respectful  ex-pupil,

ith  George    Clarke,  new    baseball  coach  directing,    the  Quincy 
High  nine  swept  through  a  splendid  season  jammed  with  not- 
able conquests.     The  development  of  the  squad  the  previous 
summer  by  Jimmy  LeCain  can  not  be  overlooked  as  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  production  of  the  team.     LeCain  discovered  the  parts 
but  it  was  Clarke  who  assembled  them  and  made  them  run  smoothly. 

A  surging  horde  of  red  stockinged  Freshmen  from  Harvard  invaded 
Merrymount  and  romped  off  with  a  6 — 2  victory  over  the  local  organiz- 
ation. Coach  Clarke  did  not  take  the  defeat  to  heart,  however,  as  this 
same  organization  pinned  up  thirty  one  straight  wins,  even  defeating  the 
mighty  Harvard  Jay  Vees  by  a  lopsided  score. 

Endeavoring  to  break  into  the  unsullied  victory  column,  our  boys  lost 
a  weird  game  to  Thayer  Academy  by  a  7 — 4  count.  Unleashing  a  ter- 
rific attack  in  the  first  inning,  they  shelled  Lefty  Moran  from  the  mound 
and  from  that  time  remained  peaceful  and  subdued  while  Thayer  steal- 
thily and  systematically  went  about  the  production  of  seven  runs  to  win 
the  game. 

Rising  in  their  righteous  wrath,  the  Blue  and  White  ball  hawks  indul- 
ged in  a  slugging  orgy  with  Milton  High,  keeping  up  just  enough  pres- 
sure to  take  the  tilt,  10 — 9. 

Since  an  addition  was  placed  on  North  Junior  High  several  months
